The avocado is quite extensively grown in both Florida and 
lifornia. It is a tropical fruit, native to Mexico, Central Amer- 

and the northern part of South America. It does not grow in 
: ‘temperate zones, as a warm temperature is necessary for 
growth. 

The shape of the fruit varies: Some are round, some are 
ar-shaped, and some are oval. The fruit is usually of a greenish, 
lowish color and weighs between a few onces and four pounds. 

California varieties are a dark green or purplish color, while 

Florida avocado is a light, yellow or greenish color. 

4) The avocado is ordinaril:Meclassed as a fruit, although it differs 
4m most fruits in the large amount of oil contained in it. It 
jexceedingly rich in vegetable oil, and also contains the largest 
ount of protein found in any fruit. The outer shell is tough 
‘some varieties and paper-thin in others. The fruit itself is of 
soft, buttery consistency. The flavor is somewhat difficult to 
‘eribe as it is so diferent from our usual conception of a “fruit” 
vor. However, once the individual becomes accustomed to. the 
vor. the avocado is thereafter eagerly sought. 

The fruit is a good source of food minerals and the follow- 

valuable minerals are present in it: Calcium, magnesium, 
‘ium, and potassium. The avocado is easilv digested and a com- 
‘atively large amount may be used every day without any danger 
taking more than the body can use, as the vegetable oil acts 

a fine inte:tional lubricant, if not needed for food. 

Care should be excercised in selecting this fruit at fhe market 
order to make sure of getting it when ripe enough. If the fruit 
hard if is not ready to ent. When perfect for eating purposes 

flesh is of the same consistency as soft butter. When ready 
eat the calavo will vield to a gentle pressure of the finrertips. 
smuch as the fruit bruises easily, it muct be handled with care.
